•tras "all right," Fred J. Blumer. Mon- 


roe brewer who returned after 
a 


week's absence with a story of being 
held shackled and blindfolded by 
gangsters, rested today on doctor's 
orders •while Wisconsin, Illinois and 
Iowa authorities sought the men re- 
puted to have kidnaped him for $150,- 
000 ransom. 


Blumer, president of a near beer 


manufacturing company bearing1 his 
name, was brought to his home by 
Sheriff Myron West of Green-co, F. 
B. Loitzlngcr, president of the First 
National bank here of which Blumer 
•was a director, and his brothers, Ad- 
am and Jacob Blumer who met him 
•^Decatur, 111. 
• • Blumer told a dramatic story of 


his disappearance April 9. He was 
seated with his family and friends in 
his hemp -when he received a tele- 
phone call summoning him to meet a 
business associate at a hotel. 


"I walked to my car standing at 


the curb outside," he said, "and was 
about to step inside the machine 
•when a gun was pressed against my 
ribs. 'Keep aulet and get in,' a man 
told me. This is a kidnaping and no 
fooling.' " 


Blumer said he thought It was a 


Joke, but one of the men Slugged 
him to emphasize their seriousness. 
That, ho said, was the only abuse he 
•uttered.' Driven 
outside Monroe, 


Blumer aaid he was transferred to 
another car, blindfolded and driven 
tonfeome-city where he was kept pris- 
oner in" a hotel room. 


-Made Ransom Demand 


Shortly after Blumer's disappear- 


ance, Archie Wells, secretary o£ the 
'brewery, received a telephone call 
asking1 for ransom and 
warning 


against notifying authorities. 


Illinois and Wisconsin authorities 


joined in the hunt for Blurner. Lieut. 
"William Cusack of the Chicago de- 
tective bureau, worked with Blumer's 
relatives who -were believed to have 
.been In touch with the men. 


Thursday night, Jacob Blumer 


drove to meet the gang after reput- 
ed negotiations. Cusack and his men 
trailed Blumer's car. Near Kl Paso, 
111., they passed two automobiles be- 
lieved to carry the gang. After a run- 
ning gun battle, the men escaped but 
fearing police, authorities said, they 
speeded to release the brewer. Upon 
his release, Blumer called relatives 
and he was returned to Monroe by 
automobile. 


Shortly after, Cusack left for an 


unannounced destination, stating he 
expected to "get to the gang's head 
quarters." 
' 


In his story of the affair. Blumer 


said the men treated him well, but 
all the time he was under the watch- 
ful eyes of the gangsters. He denied 
that any transfer of money speeded 
his release.

REPORTED 25 YEARS AGO

An earthquake at 
5:13 A. M., April 18,1906, was follow- 
ed by fire which in three days de- 
stroyed the city.

Washington — (fP) — Secretary 


Doak today announced complete re- 
organization of tho United States 
employment service 


The secretary 
announced there 


would be 4S state employment bu- 
reaus and one for the District of 
Columbia to be operated under seven 
special divisions to cover 
various 


trades. 


There will be a supervising direc- 


tor to which post John R. Alpino of 
New York has been appointed. 


Director General Francis I. Jones 


w ill be retained in that position with 
A. D. Lewis of Illinois as assistant 
director general. Lewis also will be 
superintendent of tho mining divis- 
ion of the service. 


The seven special divisions into 


which the service will be divided 
are the building trades, mining and 
quarrying, 
manufacturing, 
trans- 


portation, clothing, mercantile and 
marine seamen. 


The veterans service will be na- 


tionwide in its scope and the farm 
employment service will be expand- 
ed. 


There also will be a director of in- 


formation. 


In announcing the reorganization 


Secretary Doak said: 


"The United States employment 


service has decided to open up at 
least one employment bureau, in 
each of the states and the 'District 
of Columbia to cooperate with state 
and local authorities. 


"There will be a coordinated ser- 


vice throughout the entire country 
making available Its good offices to 
all those seeking employment in co- 
operation with free state and local 
offices. 
It likewise will undertake

Thurston called 
the Nicaraguan insurgent leader a 
petty chieftain schooled In outlaw- 
ry and dedicated to rapine and de- 
struction." It was ironical, he said 
that such a man "should have as- 
sumed the proportions of a hero 
even of a defender of the -vestiges of 
the sovereignty of an invaded repub- 
JIC • 


The state department official de- 


livered his denunciation of Sandino 
a little more than 24 hours after Sec- 
retary Stimson had warned Ameri- 
cans they could not expect the pro- 
tection of their government to follow 
them into tho interior of Nicaragua 
where Sandino's followers operate. 
Thurston did not refer directly to the 
Stimson warning but devoted him- 
self to a forcible presentation of the 
official American point of view on 
the status of Sandino. 


He recalled that the virtual pacifi- 


cation of Nicaragua was accomplish- 
ed in 1927 when Stimson, then on a 
special mission for President Coo- 
lidge, visited that country and ar- 
ranged for disarmament of both fac- 
tions. All leaders joined in the move- 
ment of peace, he said, but "one of 
General (now president) Moncado's 
chieftains, Sandino, who, after hav- 
ing promised General Moncado that 
he too would surrender his arms, 
broke his word and secretly fled to 
the hills." 


Preys Upon All 


'There, safe within the pathless 


mountain-fastness of a desolate re- 
gion some115,000 square miles in ex- 
tent," he related, "he has preyed 
upon his fellow countrymen by Pill- 
age and murder, and waged an In- 
termittent guerilla warfareof ambush 
and flight against the forces cf his 
government and the cooperating for- 
ces of the government of the United 
States. 


"He was well trained for such a 


career, for it Is understood that he 
was schooled In similar tactics by 
service. under Pancho Villa, whose 
activities resulted In bloodshed and 
destruction on both sides of the com- 
mon frontier of Mexico and the Unit- 
ed States. 


"His present followers are outlaws 


of varied nationalities—they are not 
all by any means Nicaraguans. 


"Moreover, he was already familiar 


with the terrain in which he now 
operates, for he was employed by an 
American mine owner in the depart- 
ment of Nueva Segovia—his patron's 
mine being one of the first proper, 
ties to be seized and looted by San- 
dino when he turned to his present 
career. 


"It is such a man, then," Thurston 


declared, "who, when a great catas- 
trophe has overtaken his native land 
and at the time his capital city lias 
a smouldering waste of ruin, when 
the Nicaraguan government has 
been practically paralyzed and has 
been obliged to call upori all Its forces 
and all its resources for the essential 
immediate task of protection and re- 
lief in the neighborhood of the dis- 
aster, devices and deliberately sets In 
motion a program for the destruction 
of American and other foreign lives 
and property and the lives and prop- 
erty of Nicaraguans as well, not in 
open warfare but by the stealthy and 
ruthless tactics which characterized 
the savages who fell upon Ameri- 
can settlers in our country 150 years 
ago. 


First Taken Prisoners 


"For these Americans who have 


been killed in Nicaragua during'the 
past few days were first taken pris- 
oner and then slaughtered. 


"A further word about the alleged 


patriotism of Sandino. It has fre- 
quently been stated by those said to 
be his spokesmen that his objective 
is not loot, but that his only purpose 
is to rid Nicaragua of the American 
marines. 
How truly are his colors 


shown by his recent acts! 


"As long ago as Feb. 13, wide- 


spread public announcement was 
made by our government of the con- 
clusion of a program whereunder the 
government of Nicaragua would in- 
crease Its own forces, the Nicaragu- 
an National guard, and whereunder 
the forces of the United States would 
be decreased rapidly and drastically, 
and would be completely removed 
from Nicaragua Immediately after 
the next presidential elections of 
1932. 


"Within the two months which 


have since elapsed 154 marines have 
left Nicaragua and the plans for the 
continuing evacuation of those forces 
are In active operation. It is under 
these circumstances that Sandino has 
resorted to the very measures against 
foreign lives and 
property that 


would bo most likely to precipitate 
the foreign military intervention he 
is said to oppose."

HIRED IN AMERICA 


BY SOVIET UNION 


Hundreds 
of 
Specialists 


Have Contracts With Rus- 
sian Government 


BY PAUL, HARRISON 


New York—While the Soviet Un- 


ion is taking its life on the success 
of its five-year plan of industrializa- 
tion, Russia is turning more and 
more to American technical skill for 
aid In the vast project of moderniz- 
ing Itself. 
And American engineers seem to 


be responding eagerly to the chance 
to take part in the Soviet's great ex- 
periment. More than 1500 already 
are there, building factories and 
power plants, reorganizing railroads, 
directing reclamation projects and 
supervising production where It has 
been begun. Additional men con- 
stantly are being sent there, with 
transportation paid, under contracts 
promising high salaries and some- 
times pioneering adventures. 


Many Are Specialists 


Many of these are employes of 


some 40 American firms holding con- 
tracts for construction In Russia. 
Others are specialists individually 
selected- by Amtorg, the American 
trading organization, principal So- 
viet'Importlng and exporting agency 
in this country. 
Whatever the lure that sends men 


from comfortable swivel-chair jobs 
to face the difficult problems and 
sometimes hardships in the U. S. S. 
R., the supply Is far in advance of 
the demand. Three hundred applica- 
tions a day, on an average, are re- 
ceived by Amtorg from specialists in 
virtually every line of skilled en- 
deavor. 


Scarcely any of them ever gets a 


job. For although the Soviet Is will- 
Ing to pay a premium for imported 
talent, it prefers to make its own 
selections. Commissars and other of- 
ficials of the complicated industrial 
system In Russia send specifications 
to i Amtorg. Its agents here make 
their own investigations and write 
their own contracts. Generally they 
approach men who have given no 
thought of going abroad. 


Not long ago, for Instance, there 


came an order to supply the Soviet 
Union with men and machines to 
make' watches and clocks, neither 
ot which products ever had been 
manufactured there. Representatives 
of Amtorg went to the 
Ansonla 


Clock Company in Brooklyn and to 
the Duber Hampden Watch Com- 
pany of Canton, O,, 
and bought 


them lock, stock and barrel. Then 
they hired most of the skilled em- 
ployes of the plants to go to Russia 
and operate the familiar machines. 
These have been installed in a new, 
many-windowed building in Moscow, 
where Russian apprentices are be- 
ginning to master the trade. 


Work On Contracts 


Contracts are written for one, two 


or three years, but a fair proportion 
of American and other foreign spe 
cialists In Russia have been in the 
country five years, according to fig- 
ures supplied by Amtorg. Most of 
those not ordered back by their em- 
ployers have renewed their agree- 
ments. 


Salaries obviously must be large 


enough to over-ride the doubts of 
men who are needed, and an A: 
torg official declared that Americans 
working in Russia are able to save 
considerably more than they could 
elsewhere. In fact, saving is one'of 
the provisions of their contracts. 


The TT. S. S. R. forbids the ex- 


portation and conversion of rubbles. 
Consequently its foreign employes 
must be pal* partly in rubbles, to 
meet their.living expenses, and the 
rest in United States currency which 
is deposited to their credit in Am- 
erican banks. 


"These percentages usually are 


50-50," declared an Amtorg official. 
"But some of the higher-paid engi- 
neers agree to 
receive only one- 


fourth or even less of their salaries 
in rubbles." 


Even then, he said, many of the 


men are able to build up savings 
accounts in Russia and, although 
they are not permitted to take the 
money out of the country, it can be 
converted into goods for export, or 
left there to gather Interest in bonds 
or banks. 


In the cities, special apartment 


houses with modern conveniences 
have been built for American work- 
ers. Rents are low, but the amounts 
vary not only with space occupied 
but according to the salaries of the 
tenants. Thus a watch factory fore- 
man may live in an identical apart- 
ment next door to tho managing di- 
rector of a railroad, yet pay propor- 
tionately less for his quarters. 


Take Their Families 


No objection Is offered to families 


accompanying engineers to Russia, 
except when their work lies on the 
frontiers of civilization, where no 
woman would want to go anyway.

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ALFONSO ABDICATES 


The last of the Bourbons has ab- 


dicated. King Alfonso of Spain, un- 
able longer to resist the demand for 
a, "republican form of government, has 
gone into exile and Niceto Alcala Za- 
mora, of peasant descent, has been 
named provisional president. Alfon- 
so, being a shrewd, if not wise ruler 
years ago. no doubt, saw the begin- 
ning of the end of the monarchy, but 
rather than bow to his subjects' de- 
mand for a more liberal policy or re- 
main as a figurehead king he stayed 
on the throne as long as possible and 
then abdicated. 


Perhaps Alfonso thought it would 


not be commensurate with the dignity 
of a Bourbon to accede to the demands 
of the people for a voice in their gov- 
ernment, or perhaps he followed the 
old Bourbon tradition, that of never 
-learning until it is too late. The Bour- 
bon kings have been notorious for their 
stupidity and tyranny and Alfonso in 
some ways was no exception. Under 
the Bourbons Spain has dwindled from 
a formidable power, with vast colonial 
possessions, to a third rate monarchy 
that had no voice in the affairs of the 
world. 


The revolt, which set up a new gov- 


ernment without bloodshed, was not 
accomplished in a day. Dissatisfaction 
and dissension have been seething in 
Spain for half a century or more and 
there have been numerous incipient 
revolts, but they always were put 
down and not without bloodshed. Al- 
fonso since 1923, has waged a desper- 
ate fight to save his throne. He es- 
tablished a dictatorship. He used ev- 
,<ery political trick he could devise, and 
•when it comes to quick thinking, there 
'are few more clever than he. Even 
when election returns showed tremen- 
dous Republican gains throughout the 
country and defeat seemed inevitable, 
ylhe king kept up the battle. But when 
Jbe, had exhausted every peaceful 
means and realized that further de- 


^ .fiance would throw the nation into 
7 bloody civil war he abdicated. This 
/much-is in his favor. 


The Spaniards have shown admira- 


ble restraint since the king's abdica- 
tion. Outside of a delirium of joy the 
'first day or two there have been no 
disorders or destruction of property, 
and the new government apparently is 
off to an auspicious start. The element 
of revenge, which frequently manifests 
itself wherever a form of government 
is changed, has been missing, for the 
royal family and many of the aristo- 
crats have been allowed to leave the 
country unmolested. 


Spain, even with every citizen giv- 


ing his utmost—and there are rum- 
blings from Catalonia now— has a 
long, hard row to hoe. A country is 
not changed from a monarchy with 
hundreds of years of tradition behind 
it, into a republic overnight. True, the 
government may be changed within a 
few minutes, but to have it function 
smoothly in the republican manner is 
another matter and one that will re- 
quire infinite patience and tact on the 
part of not only the provisional offi- 
cials, but the people as well. 


The new government has announced 


that the main points of its program in- 
clude, respect for private property and 
religious creeds, determination to en- 
large liberty and modification of the 
agrarian policy in order to aid farmers. 
This program seems to cover Spain's 
most urgent needs and ought to receive 
the support of every political faction. 
.The 
summoning of a constitutional 


parliament also is promised! although 
the date is not specified. 


The democratic world welcomes 


Spain into the ranks of the republic 
and extends to the new government its 
best wishes for every success in its 
great adventure in self-determination.

The action of 
Governor (Alfalfa 


Bill) Murray of Oklahoma in granting 
freedom to convicts on condition they 
leave the state is not unlike the de- 
cision of the Pennsylvania judge who 
ordered a man convicted of theft to 
join the army in lieu of a jail sen- 
.tence. 


In both instances there is a palpable 


(lodging of responsibility and an obvi- 
tous indifference as to the consequenc- 
es. The army is no sanctuary for 
thieves nor do other states desire to

play host to Oklahoma's bad men. 
These men should not be loosed in 
new environments until they have been 
first properly disciplined at the source 
of their offenses. 


Governor Murray probably would 


not be slow to sign papers which 
would bring back to Oklahoma a man 
who had fled a crime committed there. 
Neither should he be too hasty to ex- 
ile convicts. No greater menace to the 
peace of the nation can be imagined 
if other states or cities, particularly 
Chicago, should follow Oklahoma's ex- 
ample. 


CHILE'S DILEMMA 


For more than a century the Repub- 


lic of Chile has had a natural and al- 
most exclusive mondpoly of the nitrate 
industry. Until the period of the 
World war Chilean nitrates supplied 
nearly fifty-eight per cent of the 
world's demand for commercial nitro- 
gen. This country possesses one of the 
few natural sources of nitrates, the 
product being produced in the form of 
sodium nitrate from certain rock for- 
mations of the arid northern plains. 
From 1881 until recent years the ex- 
port tax on nitrates has been a major 
source of revenue to the Chilean gov- 
ernment. 


During the war Germany was unable 


to obtain a sufficient supply of this 
product, so essential in the manufac- 
ture of explosives. Therefore, by force 
of necessity and with her oft demon- 
strated skill in chemical research, she 
developed synthetic processes for the 
production of nitrates with the result 
that the Republic of Chile today finds* 
herself in a desperate situation because 
of this foreign competition which has 
caused the rapid decline of her major 
industry. 


Chilean nitrates have been used ex- 


tensively in the United States, and the 
product is employed in so many varied 
lines of industry that were we deprived 
of a source of supply, it would have 
a most serious effect on the commercial 
activities of this country. To produce 
nitrates during the war was one of the 
prime motives for the development of 
Muscle Shoals. 


The United States is also making 


considerable progress in the synthetic 
production of nitrates, so that at the 
present time, Chile, instead of supply- 
ing fifty-eight per cent, markets less 
-than eighteen per cent of the world's 
consumption. Having lost the Euro- 
pean market, she is also faced with a 
rapidly declining market in the United 
States. 


The situation is serious for Chile not 


alone because of the 
decline of her 


leading industry, but also because the 
taxes on exports of this material, ac- 
counting as it did for sixty per cent 
of the governmental revenue, was con- 
sidered as a fixed and easy source of 
income and therefore expended for cur- 
rent needs, rather than treated more 
properly as extraordinary revenue and 
expended for permanent public works. 


Chile did not foresee the marvelous 


development which has taken place 
during the last decade in the chemical 
industry. Secret processes are con- 
tinually being worked out which may 
revolutionize many lines of industry. 
The plants and laboratories of our lead- 
ing manufacturers are carefully pro- 
tected from public inspection. Even 
important stockholders are not in- 
formed of some experiments and plans 
which are under way. 


The possibilities for new discoveries 


in the realm of chemistry are unlimi- 
ted. 
Future developments may result 


in marked changes in our industrial 
and economic life. That the experi- 
mental work in laboratories may even 
have a serious effect on the very life 
of a nation is being demonstrated in 
a minor degree in the case of the Re- 
public of Chile and its nitrate industry.

MEMORY AID FOR SOME 
Madison. Wis. Of1)—Popular belief 


that hypnot'.sm helps a person to 
remember what baa been forgotten 
fails to stand test. 


It all depends upon who is hypnot- 


ized. Some persons hecall more when 
in & trance than when awake, others 
remember leas, and the average me- 
mory Is about equal. 


The tests show hypnotism is un- 


likely to prove an open «easame to 
recalling a lost post. They were 
mado at the University of Wisconsin 
under direction of Miss Betty Huse, 
a research student, and are now 
published for the first time. 


Eight Wisconsin students, trained 


to be hypnotized easily, furnished 
the comparisons. Certain nonsense 
subjects 
were taught 
to 
them 


while awake and later recalled while 
awake. 


Similarly nonsense subjects were 


taught and recalled while hypno- 
tized. Miss Huse found that In the

While hypnotized, the students had 


some memory of what they had 
learned white awake.

He has 
one field that has been producing 
Me yields for nine successive years 
and another that has been doing as 
well for the past five yearc. 


He. says that he never succeeded

And also he may well pause to con 
sider whether or not Saturday after, 
noons made brave by the color and 
tumult of crowded stands, by con- 
tests skillfully waged by victor and 
vanquished, do not mark 
an em- 


phasis upon elements of college life 
that cannot be too greatly empha- 
sized. 


It Is the testimony of observers 


that the colleges whose conduct of 
athletics 
is perfunctory or 
half- 


hearted are the institutions whose 
students tliow the greater pecentage 
of lounge lizards, rum holsters and 
drug store cowboys. A 
successful 


athletic system 
means a. campus 


humming with spirit: classrooms 
where sane minds preside over sound 
bodies. It means a student body 
whose heads are held high in pride 
of their institution an*. Is the prow 
ess of their athletes, whom the aver- 
age undergraduate seeks to emulate 
to the best of his ability In intra- 
mural sports. Intercollegiate sports 
too greatly emphasized in a. com 
mercialized sense certainly require 
handling. But where the emphasis 
lies in keen student interest in skil- 
led instruction and capable team.;, 
it had better be let alone.

Sensi- 
tive hydrophones in the water near 
shore pick up this sound, and trans- 
mit it by land lines to shore sta- 
tions. 


Automatically the shore station 


sends a radio signal back to -the 
vessel. Although these stations are 
20 to BO -miles apart, and the Sur- 
veyor often out of sight of land, the 
underwater sound wave and return 
radio signal enable her officers to 


stick a phi In her position as ac- 
curately as if the two signals were 
measuring rods reaching out from 
the shore.

Shanghai—(ff)—Chinese politicians 


who flaunted the rebel standard 
have fled into Shans! province leav- 


j ing tho Nanking government con- 
fronted with the task of repairing 
the damage caused by the 1930 civil 
war. 


The fact that the rebel chiefs may 


be plotting a new conflict for next 
spring forces the nationalists to ac- 
complish within a few months what 
would ordinarily take several years 
to complete. 


Much happened to Nanking after 


General Yen Hsi-Shan, "model gov- 
ernor" of Shansi, started early this 
year the campaign against Chiang 
Kai-Shek 
that nearly 
succeeded. 


Business went to smash, for one 
thing, and communism gained such 
a foothold that Its position in some 
sections is well nigh impregnable. 


More than a thousand miles of 


telegraph and telephone lines must 
be put back In commission. Rail- 
roads, bombed and torn up, must be 
restored to running order and the 
tax collecting system is in bad need 
of a shake-up.

against another uprising next March 
but Nanking can not afford to be 
caught unprepared. While Yen Hsi- 
Shan is not likely to go to war again 
unless he is forced to, Wang Ching 
Wei, an important factor in mos 
of China's recent rebellions, has al 
ready announced that he hopes 
go on fighting. 


Dislodging the communists is con
